Ex-Housing Boss Denies 
FHA Was Irresponsible 
Replies to Charges From 
Government's Prosecutor 


WASHINGTON—(ft—Guy T. O. Hollydoy, recently ousted as federal 


housing commissioner, has taken issue with a top Justice department 
official's charge that FHA felt no responsibility for protecting home 
owners from preying repair salesmen. 


Hollyday told the Senate Banking 


Committee F r i d ay that FHA 
was considerate of the welfare of 
home owners who used govern- 
ment-insured loans to refurbish 
their houses. 


Warren Olney III. an assistant 


attorney general in charge of crim- 
inal 
prosecutions, had 
testified 


earlier in the day that FHA did not 
regard itself as a public service 
agency and that its officials "fre,- 
quently described themselves as 
being in partnership with lenders 
and promoters." 


"Wash Their Hands" 


Furthermore, said Olney, "they 


think they have no responsibility 
for victims of these swindles . . . 
that they can wash their hands of 
all the responsibilities as long as 


the government's financial liability 
is protected." 


Hollyday's White House-request- 


ed resignation nearly two weeks 
ago was accompanied by allega- 
tions of widespread irregularities 
in the FHA's program of insuring 
loans for home repair and charges 
that some apartment house build- 
ers pocketed many millions of dol- 
lar's by obtaining government-gua- 
ranteed loans bigger than their con- 
struction costs. Hollyday himself 
was not accused of wrongdoing, but 
rather of, failing to act vigorously 
enough against the r e p o r t e d 
abuses.

Soviets Cut Diplomatic . 
Relations With Aussies 


MOSCOW—Oft—The Soviet Union has severed its diplomatic rela- 


tions with Australia because of that country's refusal to hand back its 
fugitive envoy in Canberra, Vladimir Petrov, as an embezzler and 
swindler. 


In a note handed Friday to 


Australian C h a r g e 
d'Affaires 


Brian Hill in Moscow, the Rus- 
sians accused Australia's govern' 
mcnt of a "large-scale campaign 
of slander" in its allegations that 
Petrov fled his post as third secre- 
tary in the Soviet embassy at Can- 
berra and Handed over a mass of 
documents said to have exposed a 
Communist spy- ring. 


Envoy Must Leave 


It demanded that Hill, top-rank- 


ing Australian envoy to the Krem- 
lin, leave with the five-member 
embassy staff immediately. Soviet 
Deputy Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko told Hill the Russians 
wanted the staff moved out in two 
or three days. 


At the same time the Russians 


recalled Ambassador Nikolai E. 
Generalov from Australia and. an- 
nounced the embassy there would 
be closed. 
'In addition to repeating the So- 
viet demand for the arrest of Pet- 
rov.on charges of swindling and 
embeulinf RuMian embaaty fund* 


the note accused the 'Austrajian 
government of kidnaping Mrs. 
Petrov, who the Australians say 
was granted political asylum with 
her husband. 


Reject Demand 


Australia already- had rejected 


the demand for the return of Pet- 
rov when it was made earlier by 
Generalov, and kept him in a se- 
cret hiding place. Mrs. Petrov was 
reunited with him after a tumul- 
tuous incident in which she was 
taken .from a plane at Darwin just 
* she was about to depart with 
Soviet agents for Moscow. 


In that incident, the Soviet note 


charged, "Australian police used 
violence against the second secre- 
tary of the embassy Kisitsyn, sub- 
jected the Soviet diplomatic cour- 
iers to forcible search with the use 
of physical violence." 


The two couriers had been dis- 


armed by the Australian police at 
Darwin after the Russians tried to 
bar authorities from talking to 
Mr*. Petrov. 


tinned Friday as A c t i n g FHA

weren't deceived or 
defrauded. 


They were just giving the stuff 
away."

Olney said he had "not been 


aware that the department of 
justice felt that the FHA consider- 
ed the individual borrower of only 
incidental concern." Hollyday told 
the commtitee, too, that FHA had 
too few investigatory to check on 
millions of loans made by some 
8,000 lenders. He also said that he 
had ordered a drastic tightening of 
FHA regulations.

French Attack To 
Break Red Buildup 


Big Drive 
Repulsed 
By Rebels 


Dien Bien Phu 
Fate May Hinge 
On Reinforcements 


HANOI, Indochina—UP)- 


The French hurled powerful 
counterattacks today at the 
Communist-led Vietminh in 
the vital northwest 
corner 


outpost the rebels had new- 
ly captured in their drive to 
the heart of Dien Bien Phu.' 


A French army spokesman said 


the defenders of the fortress had 
not succeeded in dislodging the 
deeply 
entrenched 
rebels 
from 


their grip on the whole northern 
half of the fortress' main airstrip. 


But he said the counterattack 


had given the French some added 
breathing space in which to es- 
tablish a new defense line of 
trenches and fortifications. 


Order* Attack 


Brig. Gen. Christian De Cast- 


ries, licioic commander of the bit- 
terly contested fortress, lanuchcd 
his counterassaults in an effort to 
snatch back the outpost captured 
Friday by the Vietminh in fl| day 
of furious hand-to-hand fighting. 


But the Vietminh threw in over- 


whelming numbers of troops and 
De Castries was forced to call back 
the main body of his force's to the 
heart of the fortress. The French 
claimed the enemy suffered heavy 
losses in today's fighting. 


Two Vietminh battalions num- 


bering about 2,000 men were said 
by the French to have been hit 
severely by raking fire from tanks 
and artillery inside Dien Bien 
Phu's shrinking perimeter. 


Troops on March 


Meanwhile, there was specula- 


tion that loyal forces marching 
noihtward from the Indochlnesc 
kingdom of Laos may be on their 
way to try to relieve the pressure 
against the completely encircled 
fortress. 


French-Laotian troops were re- 


ported to have reached the curve 
of the Nam Ou River about 18 
miles south of beleaguered Dien 
Bien Phu. But the French, army 
sources here would not disclose 
the objective of this northward 
movement from the Loatian royal 
capital at Luang Prabang. 


The French counterattack inside 


the fortress came after the Viet- 
minh took time out to consolidate 
their newly won positions in the 
north corner. 


Troops Arrive 


The first of a new contingent of 


paratroopers reinforcements' from 
France arrived at a secet Viet 
Nam air base Friday. U. S. Air 
Force Globcmasters ferried the 
troops on a three-day 8,500-mile 
flight' which skirted India. 


Indian Prime Minister Nehru 


banned the flight over India, the 
normal route, on grounds his coun- 
try was neutral in the Indochina 
fight. 


Nehru, speaking in Parliament 


in New Delhi today, asked the Uni- 
ted States, Britain, Russia and Red 
China to agree at Geneva to halt 
all aid to either the French or 
Communist-led Vietminh in Indo- 
china.

The couple reportedly left Miami

The proceedings in children's 


court,

presiding, 
were 
behind, 


closed doors, as is customary in 
such cases. Specific details of the 
accusations were not disclosed, but 
it was understood that the com- 
plaint originated with a neighbor. 


The youngsters first were placed 


under protective court custody but 
later left in Mr*.

It was not known whether the 
hearing would require the presence 
of the children.

Legality of Army 
Monitored Data 
May Be Court Issue ; 


WASHINGTON — </P) — 


Senator Mundt (R-SD) said 
today the senate investigat- 
ing subcommittee may have 
to rewrite what he called its 
"fuzzy" order for seizure of 
records on telephone calls in 
the McCarthy-Army officials' 
dispute. 


With the subcommittee's national 


televised hearings In recess until 
Monday, Mundt said in an inter- 
view there is some doubt about the 
legality of makinjr public tram 
scripts of monitored conversations 
without the consent of both parties: 


"If this matter gets into the 


courts, we don't want the whole 
investigation to go down the drain 
because of a legal technicality," 
he declared. 
" 


Acting Chairman 


The South Dakota, senator is act- 


ing as subcommittee chairman dur- 
ing the inquiry. Sen. McCarthy 
(R-Wls), the regular chairman, has 
stepped off the subcommittee but 
retains the right—as does the Army 
side—to question witnesses. 


In a stormy session, the subcom-', 


mittee's four Republicans and three 
Democrats voted Friday to sub- 
poena "all memoranda, all docu- 
ments, all notes of monitored con- 
versations «s between parties in 
this controveny and all others that 
are relevant .%. . if they are found 
to be material and relevant to the1 
issues this committee is now con- 
sidering. 


Culled It "Improper" 


The unanimous vote came after 


McCarthy threw the hearing into 
an uuroar with a charge that the 
transcribing of a Nov. 7, 1953 tcle- 
phoiie conversation he had with 
Secretary of the Army Stevens was 
"completely improper . . . indecent 
and Illegal under the lavas" because 
he knew nothing of the action at 
the time. 


Stevens has charged McCarthy 


and his chief counsel. Roy M. Cohn, 
sought special treatment for * 
drafted former committee aide, G. 
David Schinc. McCarthy has re- 
plied that Stevens and his aides 
tried to pressure the subcommittee 
Into dropping its investigation of 
alleged Communists in the- Army. 


Both sides have 
denied 
the 


others' charges, and the subcom- 
mittee probe is aimed at getting 
to the bottom of the maze of ac- 
cusations and denials. 


Demand* Records 


McCarthy demanded F r i d a y 


that all records of telephone con- 
versations be obtained by the com- 
mittee. Joseph N. Welch, counsel 
for Stevens and other Army offi- 
cials, announced his clients would 
consent, saying "nothing would de- 
light the Army more." 


McCarthy said he would agree 


only if every transcript were made 
public, adding that he wasn't going 
to allow anybody who might not 
be a principal in the hearing to 
refuse consent and thus keep a 
conversation secret. 


In Milwaukee, where McCarthy 


flew after the hearing to make a 
pair of speeches today, the senator 
said further that he wants the 
Aimy telephone transcripts in the 
record because, he said.'they would 
show efforts to get his investigators 
to lay off the Army. 


Warn* Committee 


Ray H. Jenkins, special counsel, 


told the subcommittee it might be 
violating the Federal Communica- 
tions Act if it spread on the record 
any conversation where one of the 
two pei sons involved didn't consent 
to that action. He said committee 
members were taking "the chance 
of getting in jail." 


This squared with the opinion of 


government attorneys familiar with

vegetables a better chance to get 
off to a good start by not planting 
them too deep. 


Norman Oebker, vegetable spe- 


cialist at'the University of Illinois 
college of agriculture, says most 
gardeners plant vegetable seeds 
too deep, especially in the spring. 


All you have to do, Oebker says, 


Js to get the seeds deep enough 
to be in moist soil. If you go too 
deep, the ground won't warm up as 
fast, and the seeds will be slower 
to sprout. 


Later in the season, when the 


soil is both drier and warmer, it's 
better to put the seed a little 
deeper. 


Shallow planting is especially im- 


portant for the crops that have 
very small seeds, Oebker says.

If the mirror is made of 
inferior plate glass, the non-paral- 
lel surfaces of the glass and other 
faults will distort the images it re- 
flects when viewed at a sharp an- 
gle.

Lumber Mills Expect Million 
New Homes to Rise in 1954 


By SAM DAWSON 


PORTLAND. Ore. W— The raw 


materials tor America's homes are 
coming from the Pacific North- 
west's forests at a slower rate to- 
day -Ulan last year. But lumber 
mill spokesmen say they are still 
betting on at least a million new 
houses rising this year—almost as 
many as. last. 


The plywood .industry, moreover, 


is going the lumbermen one better. 
Despite declining shipments, it 
goes on producing at or near 
capacity, confident that demand 
from builders will catch up in com- 
ing weeks. 
. - 


Lumber prices, shipments and 


orders, however, at present are 
all running below this time last 
year. And numerous small margin- 
al mills and logging operations 
have closed down, because prices 
dropped 
below the break-e v e n 


point.

Spring Pickup 


The large concerns are betting 


on a spring pickup in construction 
to justify their hopes that total 
production this year will finally 
come within 5 per cent of 1953's 
fat output.

But last year Canada lost part 


of its English market when the 
United Kingdom bought ^lumber 
from Scandinavia and Russia. The 
Canadians then sold part of their 
output in'the Eastern U. S. mar- 
ket—weakening prices for Ameri- 
can lumber, industry- spokesmen 
here say. 


There are other problems bother- 


ing the Northwest's No. 1 industry. 
Booming postwar building brought 
many - marginal mills into opera- 
tion for a "quick har'ves't of dollars. 
When production" outran demand 
and prices cracked, these mills 
folded and brought spot depression 
to some small-communities. 


In some instances the easily 


'available timber has been cut, and 
costs mount as the lumbermen go 
farther afield. 
'A threatened strike could affect 
the production picture. The CIO 
Woodworker!' Union, representing 
some 50.000 workers in sawmills 
and logging camps, has set May 3 
as -the date for an industry-wide 
strike unless its demands for wage 
increases and other benefits arc 
met. 


But those.who sell lumber see 


their best chance- of finding a mil- 
lion-home market foi; their prod- 
uct to lie in possible congressional 
action to ease mortgage financing 
terms still more.

Death of Russell Davenport 
Recalls 1940 Willkie Boom 


The death a few days ago of Russell Davenport, a man 


little in the public eye in his 54 years, recalled one of the 
most outstanding chapters in modern political history—the 
ereat Willkie boom of 1940. 
Davenport was managing editor of Fortune magazine 


that spring, as various Republican candidates were lining 
up for the dubious privilege of attempting to unseat the late 
President Roosevelt in the fall campaign. 


The editor published an article by Wendell Willkie, then 


head of a utility firm busy combatting TVA, and appended 
an editorial on the energetic author. Fortune was a maga- 
zine of limited circulation, but this material was reprinted by 
the thousands in pamphlet form. It is widely credited with 
having generated the Willkie-for-president drive. 
•

Soon Willkie was dashing about the country, making 


speeches like mad. In May, Davenport resigned his job to 
coordinate his preconvention campaign. He was a close ad- 
viser to him at the hectic GOP convention that year in Phila- 
delphia. 
Until this fiery comet, Willkie. came out of the political 


nowhere, the 1940 contest had been presumed to be between 
Thomas E. Dewey, Senator Taft and perhaps Senator Van- 
denberg of Michigan. 


When the fighting was over and Willkie stood in the 


glare of light, confetti in his tousled hair, the stunned advo- 
cates of other men said: "It was all rigged. The galleries 
wer§ stacked." 
__ 


But historians and first-hand observers who managed 


to preserve a little detachment said this was only partly true. 
Willkie did benefit powerfully from one of the most concen- 
trated "advertising-style" build-ups in history. His managers 
did pull off a considerable bag of tricks in their efforts to 
win over people and, more specifically, delegates. 
•

„ Yet the palpable fact was that by the time the conven- 


tion opened, the build-up had done its work. The people who 
were interested in Republicans wanted Willkie above all. His 
name was on the lips of everyone in Philadelphia, and that 
city was representative of many. There may have been many 
Willkie "free-loaders" in the convention gallery, but the con- 
stant chant of "We Want Willkie" still came from the hearts 
of all who shouted. 


The kind of noise that came from those hoarse throats 


was no trick, as any man knows who has tried to match that 
response for other candidates in other years. It just isn't 
the same. . 


Willkie really never stood so high in public esteem again. 


He lost the election by 5,000,000 votes, and four years later 
the comet's glow faded out in a dismal, primary defeat in Wis- 
consin. 


Wilkie's man Davenport was a quiet chap, brilliant, often 


maligned by the more orthodox Republican brethren who 
"blamed him partly for the fact that a businessman and for- 
mer Democrat was "foisted upon them'' as their'1940 stand- 
ard bearer. His role in those events carves out for him a 
a sure place in the history of the times.

Mother's Milk lor Infants

Beyond any doubt, the best food 


for a new-bom infant is the moth- 
er's milk, when such feeding is 
possible. 


This does not mean, however, 


that infants cannot grow well-and 
stay healthy if they are bottle fed. 
Artificial feeding has been carried 
out 
successfully 
many, 
many 


times. 


It does mean, however, that if 


one compared a large group of 
breast-fed 
Infants with a large 


group of artificially-fed infants, the 
breas>t-fed group would gain moic 
and be more healthy on the av- 
erage 
than 
the 
artificially-fed 


group.

The food needs of infants arc 


important both from the standpoint 
of quality and quantity. Good, mod- 
ern infant care includes frequent 
weighing 
during 
the 
fiist 
few 


months. Any failure to gam weight 
because of insufficient intake would 
thus be quickly discovered. 
' 


Quality, in reference to this sub- 


ject, means what'kinds of food are 
given. The starch, fat, protein, nnd 
mineral needs are excellently sup- 
plied in mother's milk. Even these, 
however, are 
frequently supple- 


mented by giving an infant same 
orange juice and cod-liver oil which 
supply important vitamins. 
* » • 


Cow's milk, which forms .the 


basis of most artificial feeding for- 
mulas, is somewhat different from 
human milk. It contains a larger 
ahtount 
of protein, 
a 
smaller 


amount of sugar, and there are 
some less important differences. 


When artificial feedings arc ne- 


cessary, however, cow's milk, to 
which is added sugar in some form, 
serves as the basis of the formula. 
Protein in the form of strained 


meats has been reported to be val 
uablc for infants in preventing ane 
mia. 


Milk continues to make up i 


large part of the food during the 
first year but purccd vegetables 
mashed bananas, egg yolk am 
perhaps other foods aic as a uilc 
gradually added to the diet during 
this period. At no other time nftci 
birth is growth so rapid us during 
the first year. Consequently, at no 
other time Is it so important to 
maintain a satisfactory diet at al 
times. 


The greatest gain in weight is 


during the first six months. 


During the second half of the first 


year, the weight gain slows down 
and weaning or removal fiom bot- 
tle feeding is begun. 


If a grownup who weighed 150 


pounds gained weight as fast as 
a new-born infant, he would weigh 
300 pounds in six months nnd 450 
pounds In a year. The need for food 
(hiring the fiisl year of life is thus 
obvious.

New Editor in the Chair... A Guard on the City Walls... Gold Fever... Public Offices

Ono hundred years ago this week the name of Ben- 


jamin F. Shaw appeared for the first time in The Tele- 
jraph with the title of editor. 


We think the following statement with which he . 


launched his editorship in the April 27, 1854, issue of

glimpse of his views on journalism, the 
profession he was to follow for more 
than 50 years.

"Were we to conform to the general 


rule, we would introduce ourselves into 
the editorial corps by way of a column 
or more as a salutatory address to the 
public—such as Presidents and Gov- 
ernors send to the dear people. 
But

we do not consider our advent to the 


chair editorial of so much importance as to require any 
such formality—not that we consider It an irresponsible 
station, but that we cannot lay to our heart the flattering 
unction that we sha» ever overthrow any of the old prin- 
ciples on which our government has worked, or that we 
shall form any new ones. It can truly be said that an 
editor's life is not unlike, that spoken of in the good old 
Book-of-Books: 'His mind shall tell them more than ten 
watchmen standing on the walls of a city built upon a 
high hill.' 
Like the life of a guard—a watchman—upon 


the walls of a city, is that of an editor: to warn you of 
a coming enemy—to advise you of the faithlessness and 
treachery of any agent of yours, who Is appointed to 
make your laws. The editor stands tcady to tell you of 
any unholy actions of unscrupulous politicians, who would 
sell you for the sake of self aggrandisement. 


"We shall not be ruled or dictated to, by any party 


or faction; but always endeavor to expose the follies or' 
advocate the wise principles of cither—and 'mix in' with 
all 'frco fights' wherein our town, county and country 
are interested. 


"Peisonalities—and in all cases where it is 'none of 


our funeral'—we shall strictly eschew. 
All in all you 


will have to take us. readers of the 'Telegraph' as a man 
takes his wife, for 'better, for worse.'—But hope the re- 
sult will be as it generally Is in such cases."

Mr. Shaw was born In Waverly. N. Y.. on March 31. 


1831, of English and Colonial anrestry. He was a descen- 
dant of William Bradford who kept the log of the ship 
"Mayflower" In 1620, and became the first governor of 
Plymouth colony. 


Mr. Shaw began learning the printing trade In 


Rock Inland In IMS. In 1X51 he moved to Dlxon 
uhrro ho went to work for The Dlxon Telegraph 


• anil I-oo County Herald, lie became manager of 


1li» paper .Ian. 21, 1852, and took the editor's chair, 
as \\o have mentioned, In April, 1851. 
He caught "gold fever" after the discovery of the 


yellow metal nt Pike's Peak, and went to Colorado. Hav- 
ing llttlo success as a prospector, he set type for the

Rocky Mountain News, but soon returned to Dixon. 


In April, 1860, he bought tile Amboy Times, and was 


editor of that paper until 1870. In 1871 he again became 
sole proprietor of The Telegraph and remained at its 
head until his death. 


In 1868 he went to Washington as correspondent for 


the Chicago Evening Journal. 


Mr. Shaw established The Tercgiaph on a daily basis 


in November, 1883, but continued to publish a weekly 
edition as well.

ports "ThroiiRh all the jcars Mr. Shaw \\ah an 
ardent supporter of the Republican parly and 
took just pride in the fact that he had been one 
of It* organl/ors. In February, 1830, be was an 
active participant in the meeting, held in Dccatur.

of the Missouri Compromise. The political ques- 
tion* mid the issues of the day wen- earnestly dis- 
cussed and the editors' meeting resulted In call' 
ing a roiuenlloii to meet In Bloomin^Um In Juno 
of the same yenr. It uas at the latter meeting 
that the Republican party had Its real organiza- 
tion and nominated the first state ticket. On that 


occasion Mr. Shaw wan in consultation with Abra- 
ham Lincoln an a member of the committee on 
resolutions."

ous times during his career included Clerk of the Circuit 
Court and Recorder for Lee county, 'canal commissioner

—Examine roofs, chimneys (par- 
ticularly in attics), 
stovepipes, 


flues, sills of buildings, doors, 
window screens, stairways, steps 
and ladders, for defects and see 
that necessary repairs are made. 


Imprope fusing and faulty wir- 


ing still rank high as a cause for 
farm fires. Of 1049 insured farm- 
steads recently inspected, it was 
found that 41 per cent were im- 
properly fused. Fuses of over 15 
amperes in branch lighting circuit 
boxes are dangerous.

Lower Earnings in 1954 


NEW YORK IB—A dip of nearly 


12 per cent in profits from a year 
ago is shown for 150 corporations 
that already have made financial 
reports for the first three months 
of this year. 


The reports for the initial quar- 


ter of 1954 are the first to focus 
sharply on the business downturn 
that began several months ago. 
Profits for many companies also 
were down in the fourth quarter of 
1953. but they were lumped with 
results for the full year which on 
the average showed a gain of bet- 
ter than 10 per cent for all of 1952. 


First Report* 


An Associated Press compilation 


of 150 corporations making finan- 
cial reports the first quarter shows 
a total of 5454,575,000 in profits 
compa'red with 5513,097,000 in the 
corresponding three months last 
year. 
- Many of industry's biggest 
jhoney makers such as General 
Motors, Standard Oil Co. (New 
''jersey). U. S. Steel and Bethle- 
hem still are to be heard from, 
and their reports may change the 
percentage but are not expected to 
change the trend. 
^ While the profit decline of nearly 
12 per cent is substantial, it still 
could be described as mild, as it's 
axiomatic in economics that profits 
usually drop at a faster rate ^an 
sales or business volume. 


Bigger Earning* 


• The first three aircraft manu- 
facturing companies to report had 
earnings nearly double a year ago, 
seven big food companies were up 
nearly 14 per cent, five oil com- 
panies were up 19 per cent, and 
seven pulp and paper companies 
were up 24 per cent. 


A total of 53 miscellaneous in- 


dustrial companies averaged 121,3 
per cent better than a year ago, 
although many of the individual 
firms were below 1953. Ten electric 
and gas utility companies averaged 
nine per cent better than a year 
ago. 


But the first 10 steel companies 


to report were down 34 per cent, 


four railroads 'were down 38 per 
cent, 13 chemical companies aver- 
aged seven per ccnt'bclow a year 
ago, and five textile companies 
among them had a loss (our times 
that of a year ago. Three of them 
had profits both years, however. 


Production Down 


None of the big auto makers had 


reported yet, but with production 
down from a year ago it's expected 
profits will be also. The first three 
airlines showed a sharp dip. 


Preliminary indications w e r e 


that chain and department stores 
were keeping fairly close to last 
year, and that the movie industry 
was equaling or kcepnig slightly 
ahead of J953. 


To what p.xtent elimination of the 


excess profits tax helped sustain 
earnings was not readily ascertain- 
able, but it obviously helped a few 
companies that had considerably 
larger earnings than a year ago.

vened. 


Russia formalized her demand 


that the Communist Chinese dele- 
gation headed by Premier-Foreign 
Minister Chou En-lai be granted 
the position of a great power in 
a Big Five meeting. The West 
promptly said no. 


A high French official said Fri- 


day his government will push for 
agreement on an immediate cease- 
fire in Indochina before the Geneva 
parley bogs down over whether 
Communist China is an honorable 
big power.

pendence of the three Indochincse 
states associated with Fiance in 
the French union are not endang- 
ered.
